thirds of a pound of bread. 
But 


while tho weight of actual nutriment in 
the different qualities of foml named is 
very nearly thohniuo the quality is wide- 
ly different. That of the very lean meat 
or codfish consists mostly of what are 
called in chemical language protein com- 
pounds or "flesh 
formers"—tho sub- 


stance which makes lilood, muscle, 
tendon, bone, Ijram and other nitro- 
genous tissues. 
That of tho bread 


contai'is but little of these, and con- 
sists c'uefly of starch, with a little fat 
and c thor compounds which serve tho 
body aa fuel, and supply it with heat 
and muscular power. Tho nutritive sub- 
stance of oysters contains considerable 


[ both tho flesh forming and tho 


more especially heat and force giving in- 


rcdlonts. Oysters come nearer to milk 
ian almost any other common food; 


their values for supplying tho body with 
material to build up its parts, repair its 


•aetes and furnish it with heat and en-
